Kuwait appears almost certain to join the Arab League in the near 
future and contribute heavily to the development fund project in an ef- 
fort to insure itself against radical Arab nationalist agitation. 

PORTUGAL 

There are threats of a coup in this country to force Prime Minister 
Salazar into retirement. A considerable number of Army officers seem 
to sympathize strongly with General Delgado who has been in asylum in 
the Brazilian Embassy since January 12th. At the same time, it is ex- 
pected there maybe some student demonstrations in Barcelona, Spain 
during February with increasingly open expressions of discontent wide- 
spread in Spain. 

ICELAND - UK 



The fishery dispute flared up again on February 1st when British war- 
ships intervened after an Icelandic patrol vessel had apprehended a 
British trawler operating within the four-mile limit off Iceland's east 
coast. This is the first serious incident since mid-November although 
Icelanders have claimed repeated violations of a unilaterally proclaimed 
twelve-mile limit.
